Why Lincoln Should Okay 
The Water Bond Proposal 


At the city election Tuesday, Lincoln vot- 


ers have the privilege of making one of the 
most Important decisions in the community's 
history. 


Water is the life blood of a community 


but whether we will have enough for our 
homes, businesses and industry, and all tht> 
other needs of a growing population, will 
depend on approval of the proposition to 
permit issuance of revenue bonds for an 
expanded supply. 


The following excellent analysis ot the 


proposed charter amendment, and of the 
reasons why it is important to vote lor it, 
is reprinted from the Bulletin of the Gov- 
ernment Besearch Institute.
